ROADSIDE BETTERMENT 


This seems to be an ideal time for taking unusual strides in the 
direction oi roadside improvement in Pennsylvania. Service stations and 
establishm ents oi varied nature have closed in large num bers. M any 
will have to be rebuilt beiore they reopen. 
A renewed rash oi unsightly roadside buildings can be prevented by 
tiie adoption of an adequate highw ay zoning program by the next 
Legislature. In the absence of such legislation, m ajor progress u n ­ 
doubtedly could be m ade ii the oil companies would sponsor an a rc h i­ 
tectural service for their independent dealers, furnishing plans for in­ 
expensive but 
sightly buildings and lor low-cost landscaping of the 
premises. 
Tlie state itself has undertaken an extensive roadside planting p ro ­ 
gram that already has transform ed m any miles of highway. It Ls but a 
short step forward to control the type of buildings which may be erected 
adjacent to the right of way. 
These regulations need impose no hardship on anybody. The prob­ 
ability is that a surprising degree oi co-operation would be obtained 
easily it the prospective builders of roadside establishm ents knew where 
to get plans tor attractive structures th a t are not prohibitive in cost.— 
Philadelphia Evening Bulletin.

Treasury proposals to boost social security taxes sharply and to 
refund a part of the higher income taxes after the war. either in cash or 
as paid up lift insurance policies, come under the heading of forced sav­ 
ings. Thar portion of social security taxes paid by employes has always 
been lorced savings. Now the design is to expand such savings through 
higher war taxes th at are refundable. 
It Congress should adopt this proposal, it would be a long step 
toward a vital change in the economic life of the nation. Always the 
individual has had the decision in his own savings—whet her he would 
spend them, entrust them to the m anagem ent of others through invest- 
vestment 01 hoard them 
The governm ent here proposes to take over 
the m anagem ent oi savings on a scale never beiore known 111 history. 
At the m om ent it appears th a t Congress will defeat this a ttem p t 
to alter the economic pattern of American life. The program would 
weaken the government s fiscal position after the war. In addition to the 
\ cry 
large com m itm ents which must 
be m ade to the m en in 
the 
arm ed services, civilians would come 111 for millions in disim bursem ents 
from the Treasury at a time when the cue will be to restrict expendi­ 
ture** in favor of debt paym ent. 
The political implications in this proposal are m any. And they 
are all on the side ol governmental prodigality.

Since the m echanism of these time bombs has been 
developed to the point where they are im m une to detection by usual 
methods, and explosions may be delayed for days or even weeks, its not 
stran g e that "ev en body in Naples feels as if he were walking on a volcano 
th at m ight e|upr at any m om ent." 
W hen the day of reckoning comes, the horrible a fte rm ath of Naples 
should not be forgotten by those who have sworn to bring the Nazi 
barbarians to justice.

“ M any cases where administra­ 
tors 
hire 
their 
personal 
friends 
■ have come to the attention of the 
'committee. 
Frequently, when the 
administrator changes his post he 
moves,

their salaries 
usually

their duties 
and responsibilities have been in­ 
creased."

Raises ranging from $600 to $1.-

the committee.

from $1.440 to $4,600 getting his job 
reclassified seven times. 
"Generally speaking." the report 
said, “ the language employed in the 
job descriptions is vague and mys­ 
terious.

There is a
